ENOUGH FOOD, BUT DIVXBTBD 

Aeeoi'ding to some reports, there i.s to be a big harvest of food- 
stuffs in Russia this year, amply sufficient to feed the population if it 

is projierly distributeil. Improper distribution and conservation was 
one of the principal causes of tlie recent famine. Tlic soviety gov- 
ernment confiscated much of the fod in tin' I'onn ot" a tax, and a great 
deal of it was used to feed huge annies while the peasants who 
raised it were permitted to starve. The soviet theories of govern- 
ment are as destnutive of nL'riculture a.s they are of any other ;'.ri- 
vate enterprise, and until they undergo a change the food problem 
in Russia vriU probably persist.
